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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious the claimed method of prevention and treatment of an acute episode 
of asthma, which comprises instructing a patient in need thereof to inhale an effective amount of 
a composition comprising in admixture comprising formoterol and budesonide characterized in 
that the patient is instructed to inhale the composition on demand, as determined by the patient 
based on the patient's symptoms, as a treatment and a preventive measure, when the patient 
experiences an increase in symptoms of an acute episode of asthma. 

The prior art of record Carling et al. teach the combination of formoterol and budesonide 
use for asthma however, it does not teach the administration frequency of the combination can be 
determined by the patient, on demand, based on the patient's symptoms. Further, the allowed 
claims are drawn to treatment of an acute episode of asthma employing a combination of 
corticosteroid and formoterol, it is noted that cortocosteroids (e.g. budesonide) are useful for 
maintenance therapy, but not for managing acute episodes (Merck, sixteenth edition, page 653). 
and p-Adrenergic agents are used for acute exacerbations of asthma however, there is no 
teaching or a suggestion that dosing frequency can be determined by the patient, on demand.
